LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


Their Interests to Be Considered by 
a Commission. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—One of the 
firet matters to which the President is 
expected now to devote his attention is 
the selection of nime members of the 
non-partisan commission, which, under 
the act of Congress of June, 1898, is to 
collate information and consider and 
recommend legislation to meet the 
problems presented by labor, agricul- 
ture and capital. This body is to con- 
sist of nineteen persons, five of who«e 
are to be members of the Senate, five of 
the House and ‘nine other persons” 
who shall fairly represent the different 
indus.ries and employments. The Sen- 
ators and Representatives already have 
been appointed. For positions yet to be 
filled by the President there are on file 
at the White House about one hundred 
and twenty-five applications, 

Senator Kyle, who, by virtue of his 


office, is expected to be the chairman of 
Lhe commission, has already indicated 


to the President that he would be ready 
to call the body together for or- 
ganization by September 15, and the 
President gave him ‘o understand that 
the personnel of the commission would 
be complete by that time. Among

Dakota’s Third Governor Dead. 


YANKTON (8. D.,) Sept. 5.—Hoon. An- 
drew J. Falk died tonight at his home 
in thie city. Mr. Falk was the third 
Governor of Dakota Territory, and it 
was mainly through his persistent en- 
deavore that the opening of the Black 
Hills to settlement was secured, During 
his long residence in the Dakotas he 
_held, aside from Governorship, 


| several prominent public offices, 


the Hudson River bridge, which con- 
nects the city with Lansingburgh, and 
Hits load of human freight was hurled 
into the air. Wighteen of the thirty- 
five passengers are dead, and at least 
two of the remainder will die. 

The cars entering the city from Lan- 
singburgh were crowded with people 
returning from a Labor-day picnic at 
Renssalaer’s Park, a pleasure resort 
near Troy. 

It was car No. 119 of the Troy City 
Railway that met with disaster. 
came over the bridge laden with a 
merry party of people fresh from the 
enjoyments of the day. The motor car 
was struck directly in the center by 
the engine of the train, which was go- 
ing at a high rate of speed. 

The accident came without the slight- 
est warning. The car was upon the 
tracks before the train loomed in 
sight, and no power on earth cou!d 
have saved it. The motorman evidently 
saw the train opproaching, as he opened 
his controller, but in vain. With a 
crash that was heard for blocks, the 
engine struck into the light vehicle. 
The effect was horrible. The motor 
car parted in two, both sections being 
hurled into the air in splinters. The 
mass of humanity, for the car was 
crowded to overfiowing was torn and 
mangled. Those in front of the car 
met with the worst fate. The force 
of the collision was there experienced 
to the greatest degree, and every hu- 
man being in that section was killed. 
The scene was horrible. Bodies had 
been hurled into the air, and their 
headless and limbless trunks were 
found in some cases forty feet from 
the crossing. The pilot head of the 
engine was smashed, and amid its 
wreckage were the maimed corpses of 
two women. The passengers of the 
train suffered no injury except a shock. 
Many passengers on the trolley car 
were young people. They included 
many women. 

The injured were taken to the City 
Hospital and to the Continental Knit- 
ting mill, the former not having suf- 
ficient ambulance eservice to call for 
them. The corpses were placed in 
boxes and then placed in the mill shed 
near by. Many of them were unrec- 
ognizable. The crash was fearful in 
ite results. Headless women with gay 
eummer dresses bathed in their own 
and the blood of others; limbs without 
trunks or any means of identifying to 
whom they belonged; women’s and 
men’s heads, with crushed and dis- 
torted features; bodies crushed and 
flattened. The sights constituted a 
spectacle most horrible to behold. 

The train of the Delaware and Hud- 
son Road, immediately after the acci- 
dent, proceeded to Troy. The engineer 
stated that he did not see the car until 
he was. it. He tried to prevent 
his train from striking the car, but 
his efforts were fruitless. Hie train 
was going at a very high rate of 
speed at the time. He was some min- 
utes late, and was trying to make up 
lost time, In consequence of the cau- 
tion taken by the trolley road to as- 
certain if the tracks were clear at 
| this crossing, the engineers of trains

have 
high of speed. The engineer says 
that the first he knew that the car 
was coming was when it hove in sight 
at the corner of the street at which the 
crossing is situated. He was but a 
short digtance from the car at the time. 
It was utterly impossible for him to 
bring his train to a standstill. 

He thinks that the motorman, when 


he saw - train was upon him, «ried 
to get yond the danger line. The 
grade of|\this crossing and the speed at 


which his car was going also made it 
impossible fir him to stop before he 
reached the tracks. ‘The engineer says

the claim has been presented to Dr. 
von Holleben and a copy of it has ar- 
rived here. 

America contends that “the most-fa- 
vared-nation clause’ does not apply. 
Germany claims the treaty of 1828, 
whose terms included the clause, is 
still valid, as the United States by si- 
lence, has a@reed thereto, and that it 
never was vitiated by the treaty of 
1868. Foreign Office officials here de- 
cline to express an opinion on the sub- 
ject at present, but will give one later 
on.

NOTSO SPEEDY 


Seventh Won't Break 
Camp Today. 


But They May Get Home About | 


Thanksgiving Time. 


Will Have a Furlough With a 
String on It. 


Inventory Must Be Taken of Them 
and Their Equipments, and It 
Has to Be Done While They Live 
on Short Rations. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 5.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The day on which the 
Seventh California Regiment will leave 
the service of the United States will 
not be far distant from November 1. 
Two weeks, anyway, and perhaps three, 
will be required for tabulation of data 
regarding each officer and man, and 
for the transfer and accounting for all 
government property. At the expira- 
tion of this time the men will be given 
a month’s’ furlough before being 
actually mustered out, the sole object 
of which is to permit them to receive 
a month’s extra pay. 

The Seventh will be furloughed at 
Los Angeles, and will later be mustered 
out at the same place. The Sixth regi- 
ment will be furloughed and mustered 
out in San Francisco. Before being 
furloughed, the two regiments will be 
paid up to September 1, and for July 
and August. On being mustered out 
they will receive pay from September 
1 to the day of discharge. The Sixth 
will be paid in this city, and the Sev- 
enth probably at Los Angeles. The 
military officials here have decided that 
the furlough of a month is not op- 
tional, and must be accepted by the 
men and officers in every case. A tel>- 
gram asking for light on this point was 
dispatched to Washington. 

Right here is a serious difficulty. Ac- 
cording to instructions received from 
the War Department, all mustering-out 
returns and papers are to be made out 
during the period of the furlough, but 
in the work of their preparation the as- 
sistance of a large number of §fur- 
loughed officers and men is necesSary. 
No rations will be issued to furloughed 
men, but in lieu of them they will re- 
ceive 25 cents a day, aside from which 
they will be expected to subsist by 
their own means. Apparently the pur- 
pose of the furlough, which is to give 
the troops a month’s extra pay, will 
be defeated by compelling them to find 
their own board and lodging during 
that period, save for the pittance of 25 
cents a day allowed them by the gov- 
ernment. 

No transportation from the point of 
rendezvous to thefr homes during the 
furlough will be given, so that the men, 
most of whom live at a considerable 
distance from San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, respectively, will be compelied 
to visit their families and friends at 
their own expense, or live out the 
month among strangers on their 
meager allowance and the pay they 
have earned during the last two 
months. The government will give 
transportation to the men to their 
homes, but only after they have been 
mustered out at te end of the furlough. 

Ten men of the Seventh and two of 
the Eighth applied to Col. Funston to- 
day for transfer to the Kansas regi- 
ment, in view of the fact that the or- 
ganizations to which they belong are 
to be discharged, and that, having 
once been discharged, they could not 
be reénilisted. Others have asked to 
be transferred to lowa and Tennessee 
regiments. The applicants are mostly 
non-commissioned officers, who wish to

CINCINNATI, Sept. 5.—The national 
convention of the ‘“‘middle-of-the-road” 
Populists was to have convened at the 
Lyceum at 9 a.m., but owing to the 
conferences of leaders and the inability 
of Ignatius Donnelly and others to find 
the hall, the convention was not called 
to order until 12:30 p.m. During the 
forenoon the “middle-of-the-roaders”’ 
were in formal conference, ex- 
changed opinions enough to indicate 
much difference in their views as to 
whether they should hold a nominative 
convention, or merely a general confer- 
ence. 

In calling the convention to order, J. 
A. Parker of Louisville, secretary of 
the Reform Association, strongly advo- 
cated independent action by the Popu- 
lists, whether it is done at this conven- 
tion or at some future time. Ignatius 
Donnelly was chosen temporary chair- 
man and made a most radical speech. 
He referred to Grover Cleveland as a 
traitor to the Democratic party, and 
Senator Butler as a traitor to the Popu- 
list party. He was specially severe in 
denouncing Senator Butler as a man 
who reached an exalted position hy 
conniving with the Republicans for his 
election to the Senate, and now, under 
instructions from W. J. Bryan, was 
conniving with the Democrats.

CINCINNATI, Sept. 5.—The opening 
day of the Thirty-second Annual En- 
camptment of the G.A.R. surpassed ex~- 
pectations in the attendance and im the 
successful progress of the events on the 
programme of the first day. During 
the Labor Day parade and other 
parades escorting prominent arrivals 
from the depots to the hotels, the city

Many of the comrades 
refer to the serious illness of Gen, 
Buell, who is now considered the ranke 
ing survivor of the civil conflict. 

Commander-in-chief Gobin and staff 
visited Camp Sherman this afternoon, 
"sme ) the camp in charge of Capt, 
byrne was formally turned over to 
him. This camp has a capacity of over 
fifteen thousand in its tents, and ample 
provision for meals. The official salute 
was fired upon the arrival of the come 
mander-in-chief, after which the bands 
rendered concerts. Prayer was offered 
by Rev. David H. Moore, editor of 
the Western Christian Advocate, whe 
was a colonel in the civil war. Maj, 
Joseph W. Wilshire, chairman of the 
Committee on Camps, made the presen- 
tation speech and Gen. J. B. S. Gobin 
responded in an eloquent address of ac- 
ceptance. The ceremonies attending 
the raising of the flag were in charge 
of Capt. J. B. Sampson, after which 
there Was @ concert and other festiy- 
ities. 

Charles F. Sheriff, commander-in- 
chief of the Ex-prisoners of War, and 
his staff, escorted by Patterson Poet 
of Alegheny arrived over the Pennsyl- 
vania line this evening, when the loca] 
association amd other ex-prisoners of 
war who are in the city turned out 
and escorted them from the depot to 
their headquarters at the Grand Hotel 
Among the arrivals today are Commo.

Captain Andrew Robinson, who came 
from McKeesport, Pa., in a skiff on 
the Ohio River, a distance of over five 
hundred miles. Their skiff is named 
the Hobson, and they have been hold- 
ing receptions along the Ohio Valley 
ever since they started, August 20.

News From Cuba — Gen. Nunes Re- 
turns and Reports Distress in 
the Island—The Commission 
Leaves New York.

MADRID, Sept. 5.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The chambers assembled here to- 
day. Thus far only routine business 
has been transacted. At the opening of 
the Senate, the secretary read a letter 
from Sefior Rodriguez, Senator from 
Porto Rico, refusing to obey the sum- 
mons to attend. 

Premier Sagasta, arrayed in the in- 

signia of his office, ascended the trib- 
une and read a decree authorizing the 
government to present to the chamber 
a draft of a law empowering the Min- 
isters to renounce sovereignty over the 
colonies, in conformity with the stipu- 
lations of the peace preliminaries be- 
tween Spain and the United States. 
The president of the Senate proposed @ 
secret discussion of the decree, and de- 
spite the protests of some Senators, or- 
dered that the galleries be cleared, 
which was done amid loud murmurs 
of disapproval. 
The chamber soon became involved 
in a discussion of press censorship, and 
a Deputy inquired the motive underly- 
ing a circular which Gen. Chinchilla, 
captain-general of Madrid, has ad- 
dressed to newspapers, neqgeleving their 
reports of the sessions of the Cortes. 
He declared that the censorship was in- 
sisently applied and that the effect of 
the circular was to punish possible er- 
rors in advance. 

Those who had expected sensational 
scenes on the reopening of the cham- 
bers were disappointed. 
public seems indifferent. The people 
at large are apparently convinced that 
Spain must accede whatever the United 
States demands. 

At the close of the censorship discus- 
sion, in which Deputies who are journ- 
alists protested emphatically against 
the attitude of the government, Sefior 
Romero y Robledo accused the govern- 
ment of illegality in continuing the sus- 
pension of the Constitution with guar- 
antees against the reopening of the 
Cortes. He demanded immediate de- 
crees revoking the suspension. 

Sefior Capedépon, the Minister of the 
Interior, replied that the time was not 
opportune to revoke the suspension, and 
reminded Sefior Robledo that a former 
government, of which Sefior Romero y 
Robledo was a member, had acted in 
the same way in 1875. The chamber 
. then adjourned.

SPANIARDS TRYING TO PROVOKE 
NATIVES TO AN OUTBREAK, 


The Latter Are in Distress for Lack 
of Provisions, and the Dons Are 
Making It Difficult for Them to 
Get Any—Peace Commissioners. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] . 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—Gen, Nunez 
of the Cuban army has returned to 
Washington, having been on an expe- 
dition which took supplies to the Cu- 
bans. He left this country before the 
war was closed, and landed at several 
points and delivered his supplies. 

Gen. Nunez reports a great deal of 
distress among the Cubans, and says 
it will be still greater on account of 
the inability of the Cubans to forage 
and raid various places where they 
formerly obtained supplies. Gen. 
Nunez says that one reason why the 
Spaniards are making it difficult to 
supply food to the Cubans is that they 
want to compel the latter to take the 
provisions by force, and thus create 
disturbances and trouble, stir up strife 
between the Americans and Cubans, 
which will tend to discredit them. 

The Spaniards are willing that food 
should be given to their immediate peo- 
ple, but do not want it taken to the 
Cubans, says the general.

HAVANA, Sept. 5.—The Cuban forces 
are now concentrating at Rojas near 
Caibairen, where they are expected to 
lav down their arms. Gen. Rodriguez 
reports that Gen. Maximo Gomez is in 
feeble health.

BESEECHES REHEARING 


DREYFUS WRITES TO THE 
MINISTER OF JUSTICE, 

She Points Out That He Alone Can 
Ask for a Reopening of the Case, 
Vouches for Her Husband’s 
Loyalty. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Paris says the fol- 
lowing is the text of Mme. Dreyfus’s 
demand to the Minister of Justice for 
a revision of her husband’s trial: 

“T had the honor in the month of 
July to place before you a request, in 
which I asked you to exrecise the right 
conferred upon you by law—and which 
is conferred upon no one else—to trans- 
mit to the Court of Cessation for re- 
consideration the judgment rendered 
against my unfortunate husband, in 
violation of article 101 of the Military 
Code. 

“T have the honor now, M. le Minis- 
ter, again to address you a second time 
appealing ti you, because the law 
which governs such a revision does not 
permit me directly and by my own 
agency to invoke justice. You and you 
alone have the right to effect a revi- 
sion of a judgment, bringing with it 
condemnation, on the ground of the 
discovery of new facts tending to es- 
tablish the innocence of the condemned 
man quite distinctly, and without ref- 
erence to or assistance from all the 
revelations of many months past, 
which have thrown so much light upon 
the judicial error of 1894, and which 
have caused such profound excitement 
throughout the country. 

“It is not possible that you, above all 
others, should not be struck by. the 
following facts: 

First, there is the examination of 
-the Bordereau which was made in the 
trial of January of this year. The re- 
sult of this examination was not com- 
municated to my counsel, the Council 
of War refusing them access to it. But 
I have certain information that the 
conclusions drawn from the examina- 
tion were not the same as the exami- 
nation of 1894. r 

‘There is also following this exposure 
a confession made by one of the princi- 

1 accusers and witnesses against my 
Casband in his trial, in which he ad- 
mits that he forged a document that 
the Minister of War in his speech to 
the chamber of July 7 last declared to 
be proof positive of the guilt of my 
husband, though it was written long 
after his condemnation. 

“This proof, therefore, crumbles to 
pieces and destroys the value of the 
depositions which convinced the judges 
in 1894, since the party who is a wit- 
ness to the culpability of my husband 


has beep convicted of the crime of

forgery under circumstances of which 
you are fully aware. 

“But, Monsieur le Minister, as I have 
just told you, in the case of a revision 
instituted by law for judicial errors, 
the right to demand such revision be- 
longs neither to the innocent man who 
has been unjustly condemned, nor to his 
wife, nor to his children; this right be- 
longs to you alone. 1 now, therefore, 
Monsieur le Minister, beseech you to 
use without delayq the rights which 
are conferred upon you by law, which 
are only conferred upon you, beth for 
the annulment and revision of a ver- 
dict which was neither just nor legal. 

“I beseech you to hear the voice, al- 
most unanimous, of public opinion, and 
to put an end to the sufferings of an 
innocent man who has always been a 
loyal soldier and who has not ceased, 
amid the tortures of an unmerited pun- 
ishment, to declare his love for the 
fatherland and his faith in justice be- 
ing finally done him. I beg you will 
receive, M. le Minister, the assurance 
of my most distinguished consideration.

YIELDING TO THE PUBLIC. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY 
PARIS, Sept. 5.—Interviews with the 
Premier, M. Henry Brisson, and the 
late Minister of War, M. Cavaignaz, 


on the subject of the political situation 
in France, as it has been affected by 


‘the recent developments in the Dreyfus 


case, are printed today in the Echo de 
Paris. M. Brisson is reported as hav- 
ing said that all the members of the‘ 
ministry are convinced of the guilt of 
Capt, Dreyfus, but that the govern- 
ment must consider the change that 
has come over public opinion since the 
suicide last week of Lieut.-Col. Henry. 
M. Brisson expressed the view that it 
is the duty of the government to end 
the excitement which is paralyzing the 
best interests of Paris and of the coun- 
try. M. Cavaignac, in the course of the 
interview printed in the Echo de Paris, 
says that it would be a serious mis- 
tak, if not a supreme act of folly on 
the part of the government to persist 
in its present course, and that he was 
not willing to participate in such a 
policy. 

“You will see,” said M. Cavaignac, 

“in what a condition the country will 
be after a new trial.” 
The newspapers of Paris point out 
that M. Cavaignac’s resignation on the 
War portfolio has produced a painful 
impression in political circles, which, 
while recognizing the fact that the in- 
nocence of Capt. Dreyfus has not yet 
been disproved, take the ground that 
a@ new trial of the charges against the 
prisoner of Devil’s Island has become 
necessary. 

It is said in some generally well-in- 
formed quarters that Premier M. Bris- 
son will assume the war portfolio, re- 
linquishing that of the Interior, which 
he holds in addition to the presidency 
of the council, to M. Vallee. In other 
equally well-informed circles it is said 
that Gen. Zurlinden, who was a mem- 
ber of the Ribot Cabinet, has accepted 
the Ministry of War. 

When the Cabinet met today, Minis- 
ter of Justice M. Sarrier informed his 
colleagues of the receipt of Mme. Drey- 
fus’s request for a revision of the ver- 
dict of the Cabinet to convene after the 
Minister of War shall have been ap- 
pointed. The Premier explained the 
reason actuating Ge Saussier and 


‘Zurlinden in declining the office of Min- 


ister of War. He was now awaiting, he 
said, the decision of the other generals 
to whom he had offiered the portfolio. 


COUNTRY EDITORS. 


They Pour Into Denver to Talk Shop 
Today. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

DENVER, Sept. 5.—Editors of coun- 
4ry newspapers, many of them accom- 
panied by members of their families, 
are pouring into Denver today from 
all parts of the country on regular and 
special trains. They come for the pur- 
pose of attending the thirteenth annual 
convention of the National Editorial 
Association, the sessions of which will 
begin toarorrow and continue four days. 

The eastern delegates arrived this 
eorning in @ special ¢rain over the 
Burlington route from Omaha, where 
they had been taking in the exposition 
sights. Reception committees met ar- 
riving delegates at the Union Depot and 
aided in comfortably settling them. This 
afternoon trarmwaeay cars were placed at 
the disposal of the visitors, amd points 
of interest about the city were visited. 
This evening a public reception was 
held. 

More than sixty papers on subjects of 
interest to every newspaper editor or 
publisher have been prepared for pre- 
sentation to the convention. A tour of 
the State, which will consume about 
ten days, will be begun by many of the 
delegates next Saturday. 


TROUBLES OF THEIR OWN. 


Three Reindeer Gatherers Follow 
Dr. Jackson to San Francisco. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 5.—Three 
members of the expedition awhich sailed 
from this city for Siberia on the 
schooner Volant in Jmue of last year 
to buy reindeer for the United States 
government have returned, ' They are 
John W. Kelley, Conrad Siem and Al- 
fred St. Leger. They landed July 17 
in St. Lawrence Bay. The natives 
seemer friendly amd there was every 
prospect of a successful mission. Dr. 
Sheldon Jackson came over on the Bear 
and remained a few days, satisfied that 
the object of the expedition would be 
attained. Then trouble began, and for 
a year Kelley was in imeninent danger, 
owing to the hostility of the natives, 
who objected to any diminution of 
their stock of reindeer. 

In October, 1897, an attempt was 
made ta shoot Siem. Then it was ru- 
mored that a Russian war vessel was 
coming to oust them from their sta- 
tion. The men, who tad procured 450 
deer and 260 foals, thought it best to 
leave, and took passage on a whaler to 
Port Clarence, across the straits on July 
6 of this year. From that point they 
made their way here, glad to have es- 
caped with their lives. 


Making Example of Campers. 


FRBPSNO, Sept. 5.—Walter Church, 
son of ex-Judge George E. Church, and 
Misses LAltian Albertson and Mollie 
Jolly were arrested in this city Sunday 
on a charge of starting a forest fire on 
the government reservation near 
son Flat.

ALGER VISITS SHERMAN, 


AND THEY DO SAY HE WENT TO 
MAKE HIS PEACE. 


The ex-Secretary of State Smilingly 
Says They Are Old = Friends. 
Plans to Get a Change in the 
War Department. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—[{Pxclusive 
Dispatch.] A World special from 
Washington says Secretary of War 
Alger called on Former Secretary John 
Sherman tonight, accompanied by Mrs. 
Alger. They remained for more than 
half an hour. During that time the 
Secretary of War and Sherman were in 
close consultation. At the departure 
of Secretary Aleer, Mr. Sherman 
stated that no significance must be 
attached to the visit, as it was purely 


of a social nature. He smilingly added: 


“The Secretary and I are old dnd good 
friends, you know.” 

The controversy between Alger and 
Miles. who has been a lifelong friend 
of Sherman, adds to the belief that the 
Secretary sought in his visit to pave 
the way for a reconciliation with the 
commanding general of the army, and 
thereby avert possible disaster to him- 
self. The significance of the meeting 
is enhanced by the fact that Alger has 
not heretofore been a visitor at the 
Sherman mansion. While both avere 
members of the Cabinet, the usual cour- 
tesies were exchanged, but no closer 
friendship existed. 

All the circumstances lead to the be- 
lief that for a second time, Alger has 
been forced to make his peace’ with 
John Sherman. When given the Op- 
portunity to enter the Cabinet of Presi- 
dent McKinley, Alger was compelled 
to see Sherman and adjust the differ- 
ences between them growing out of 
the Presidential contest, in which both 
figured as aspirants for the nomina- 
tion. 

ANTI-ALGER PROGRAMME. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The continued.denunciation 
of Secretary Alger by the newspapers 
without regard to party has had its ef- 
fect on President McKinley, and indi- 
cations point strongly tonight to the 
withdrawal of the Secretary from the 
Cabinet. A programme is said on good 
authority to be under consideration 
whereby Alger may be relieved with- 
out embarrassment to himself or the 
President. The plen is to appoint Sen- 
ator James McMillan Secretary of War, 
then, according to agreement, Alger 
will be appointed Senator by Gov. Pin- 
gree in MocMillan’s place. 

A few weeks ago the President 
formed a plan for the retirement of 
Alger, and there is little doubt this 
would have been carried out had not 
Senetor Burrows objected. The plan 
was to send Senator MoMillan as Min- 
ister to Great Britain, thus making 
room for the selection of Alger to the 
Senate. At the time Burrows believed 
that this meant his political death. It 
is understood tonight that Burrows 
has given his consent to the new plan, 
and that the only thing left for de- 
termination is the date of Alger’s re- 
tirement. The Secretary has been ex- 
tremely reluctant to relinquish his po- 
sition under fire. 

Chairman Babcock of the Republican 
Congressional Committee denied to- 
night the report that the Wxecutive 
Committee of the Congressional Com- 
mittee intended making protest against 
the retention of Alger in the Cabinet. 
Another member of the Congressional 
Committee admitted that the Secretary 
would be a heavy load for the adminis- 
tration to carry throught the forth- 
coming campaign, “but,” he added, 
“we have no intention of asking the 
President to remove Alger.” 

CUBANS CLIMBING DOWN. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Sept. 6.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) The officer who 
turned over to Gen. Lawton today 200 
men belonging to Gen. Cebreco’s com- 
mand and surrendered their arms, told 
Gen. ‘Lawton that his policy of paying 
no attention to the Cubans had taken 
away all their brag and bluster. They 
were rapidly growing tired of loafing 
in the hills, and he looked to see the 
armies begin to melt away soon. Hun- 
ger as well as inaction was having its 
effect on the Cubans. They have no 
commissaries, and living in the country 
which another army has picked clean 
is no easy task The men realize that 
the war is over, and all except a few 
who wish to compel the Americans to 
recognize their armed force are be- 
ginning to want to go home. 

Col. De Manduley of Gen. Garcia's 
staff arrived here today from Gibara. 
Col. De Manduley is an old resident of 
Santiago. He gave up an important 
place in the provincial court here to 
enter the field against Spain. He called 
on Gen. Lawton on his arrival to de- 
liver a friendly message from Garcia. 
Gen. Lawton will give him his old 
place as soon as the courts are retstab- 
lished. This he will do in order to en- 
courage the Cubans to disperse and 
go to their homes. 

SCHOFIELD’S WHACK.

AGUINALDO’S FORCES.

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Herald special from da- 
nila confirms the general press report 
that Aguinaldo continues saucy, and is 
recruiting his forces, having recently 
taken up 5000 new troops by consoli- 
dation of divers insurrectionary forces 
in the northeastern province, 

This also gives him control over the 
entire northern end of Luzon. The in- 
surgents continue building intrench- 
ments on the side of the city. They 
alos hold the waterworks in their pos- 
session, which fact carries with it the 
most distinct menace to the Americans 
in view of the approaching dry season. 
Aguinaldo is also busy recruiting 
troops. In explanation of this war-like 
attitude, the insurgent leader says he 
is preparing for resistance in case the 
island should be returned to Spanish 
rule. The general says he is willing to 
disarm the insurgent army if the 
United States will guarantee perma- 
nent protection. The rebels will hold 
a conference this week, delegates from 


The insurgents have captured every 
Spanish position in the bay, and, with 
one exception, are strengthening them- 
selves everywhere in the interior. 

INTERFERENCE ADDED FUEL. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THB TIMES.] 

NBW YORK, Sept. 6.—([Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The interference with Gen, 
Miles’s plans for landing and encamp- 
ing the returning Porto Rican troops at 
Brooklyn Heights only ‘adds fuel to 
the fire that has already been started 
in the War Department, and which 
promises to assume formidable propor- 
tions. It is manifest why the depart- 
ment authorities would dislike to see 
any demonstration in honor of Gen. 
Miles’s army. The condition of Gen. 
Shafter’s army has not been such that 
it could be reviewed, and it is feared 
that the contrast would give Gen. Miles 
superior advantage in the controversy, 
which, it is expected, will be opened 
with vigor unless the President can 
influence Miles to desist for the present. 
Miles naturally desires the friendship 
of the President in his fight, and there 
can be no doubt that he would quickly 
accede to the President's wishes. 

OUR CHINESE AGENT. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THB TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] It was learned today that 
the United States government officially 
recognized the appointment ‘of a 
Chinaman at Manila as consular agent. 
The Chinese Minister has secured from 
Spain an exequatur for the son of 
Chun, who has been appointed Consul- 
General in the Philippines. The exe- 
quatur was only obtained after a 
great deal of trouble, as the Spanish 
government was not certain of the ex- 
tent of its jurisdiction over the islands, 
China is taking as much interest in 
the disposition of the Philippines as 
any foreign government, because of the 
large number of her subjects, and the 
great value of their interests in the 
islands. 

CASTRO WANTS CREDIT. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

HAVANA, Sept. 6.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Sefior Fernandez de Castro, 
civil Governor of Havana, has ad- 
dressed a circular dispatch to the 
Mayors of provincial towns instructing 
them, in order to avoid mistakes, to 
“correct the ignorance regarding the 
origin of the relief supplies now being 
sent into the interior from Havana,” 
and to take steps to inform every in- 
habitant that supplies are “bought, 
paid for and distributed by the colonial 
government, unaided by any foreign 
help or subscription.” 

The Cuban forces are now concen- 
trating at Rojas, near Caibarien, where 
they are expected to lay down their 
arms. All insurgent troops are moving 
in that direction. Gen. Alejandro Rod- 
riguez arrived Friday at Manguno, 
and ordered the Cuban camp there 
razed and that the troops prepare to.

SENDING WARSHIPS WBST.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Either as the result of re- 
cent developments in the international 
situation or because of the desire of 
the administration to be prepared for 
emergencies, two of the armorclads at- 
tached to the North Atlantic fleet will 
leave within the next ten days for the 
Pacific Coast.

The reports in circulation here today 
indicated that the vessels had been » 
ordered to Manila, but that is not true. 
It is intended to attach the vessels to 
the Pacific station. There they will be 
in such @& position that they avill be able 
to defend the Pacific Coast in case of 
attack by a foreign power, or hasten 
to the Philippines to give support to 
Dewey. 

Rear-Admiral Dewey recently cabled 
to the Navy Department asking to be 
reinforced by a battleship and an ar- 
mored cruiser, but in view of the ar- 
mistice, it avould be manifestly im- 
proper for the administration to aug- 
ment the force now in Manila Harbor. 
The President will do the next best 
thing, however, when he will give or- 
ders to the Oregon and Iowa to pro- 
ceed to the Pacific station. The exact 
date of sailing of the ships cannot be 
Stated, but it is understood it will be 
shortly before. the peace commission 
sails for Paris. It is appreciated by 
the authorities that the presence of a 
couple of battleships in the Pacific 
Ocean while the peace commission is 
performing its work at Paris would 
prevent interference by Germany or 
any other power, more effectively than 
anything else. The battleships could 
reach their destination in fifty-five 
days. The Iowa and Oregon could 
easily keep up a speed of 11 knots an 
hour. Should they start within the 
next ten days, they will reach their 
destination early in November. 

One explanation of the departure of 
the Iowa and Oregon is that they may 
be required to replace the vessels of 
the Asiatic squadron, which should 
come home, but, of course, they cannot 
be changed until peace is formally de- 
clared. On the other hand, it is post- 
tively asserted by officials in position to 
know. that no changes In Dewey’s ficet 
will take place until there is a certainty 
of no further hostilities. 


GERMANY’S ALLEGED PURCHASE. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) . 
HONGKONG, Sept. 6—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A rumor emanating from 
Spanish sources prevails here to the 
effect that Germany has purchased the 
Palawan and Sulu islands of the Phil- 
ippines group from Spain. It is said 
that German ships will sail to take 
passession of the islands as soon as 
the American gunboat Concord leaves 
here for Manila. 


The Von der Ahe Case. 


PITTSBURGH, Sept. 5.—The famous 
case of Mark Baldwin, the baseball 
player, against Chris von der Ahe has 
practically come to an end, and he will 
probably get his money in a few days. 
Baldwin’s attorneys filed a motiom in 
the United States Circuit Court today, 
asking that ¢<he appeal taken by Von 
der Ahe be dismissed for the reason 
that he had not perfected hie appeal. 
As no objection was made by counsel 
for Von der Ahe the court dismissed 
the appeal. It is expected that Von 
der Ahe’s surety, the Mercantile Trust 
Company of this city, will pay the 
money, amoumting to $3000, over with- 
out further delay. 


Hurricane at St. Joseph. 


ST. JOSEPH (Mo.,) Sept. 5.—A hur- 
ricane swept over St. Joseph at 5:30 
o’clock this afternoon. Rain and hail 
accompanied the wind. Residences 
were unroofed, stacks and barns were 
torn down, and many buildings were 
utterly demolished. The St. Joseph 
rolling’ mills were wrecked, damage 
$10,000, and Carey’s saloon, five other 
house and a field full of tents in the 
packing-house district were scattered 
to the winds. Many families were ren- 
dered homeless. The monetary loss is 
placed at $150,000. 


Anglo-Russian Understanding. 


LONDON, Sept. 6.—The Daily Mail 
says this morning: “We learn from 
good authority that an Anglo-Russian 
understanding is practically complete. 
Great Britain recognizes Russia in 
Manchuria; Russia undertakes to sat- 
isfy Great Britain in Chinese railawy 
matters and to respect Pngland’s 
sphere in the valley of the Yang Tse 
Kiang. The Daily Mail also under- 
stands that Cecil Rhodes, acting in 
behalf of South African interests, is 
not going to purchase the Delagoa 
Railway from Portugal.”

MORD ABOUT PRIZES. 

| [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Washington says: 

“Rear-Admiral Sampson has realized 
& Snug little fortune as a result of the 
war. As commander-in-chief of the 
North Atlantic fleet, he will get one- 
twentieth of every prize taken in North 
Atlantic waters, and one-twentieth of 
the head money allowed for the vessels 
destroyed off Santiago, and in Cuban 
ports. It is estimated that he will 
finally receive about $40,000 as such 
as his share of the prize money. 

“In determining the amount of head 
money due officers and men, it will be 
necessary for the department to de- 
cide whether a vessel destroyed was in- 
ferior or superior to her antagonist. If 
the latter, the American ship will be 
entitled to $200 for each person on 
board the enemy. Of course, this will 
swell the amount of prize money due 
the rear-admiral. It is estimated that, 
including the Mercedes, sunk by the 
Massachusetts at the mouth of the 
harbor at Santiago, there were 2492 
persons on board the Spanish fleet de- 
stroyed by Rear-Admiral Sampson’s 
command, which was superior to the 
enemy, and the amount of head money 
due the fleet will consequently aggre- 
gate $249,200. 


“Besides these ships, Spanish men- 


of-war were sunk at Manzanillo, Nipe 
and other points along the Cubarf coast, 
the destruction of each of which nteans 
prize money for the officers and men 


participating in the work. Legal offi-. 


cers of the department will be  fre- 
quired to determine whether merchant 
vessels carrying guns in their hold, like 
the Santo Domingo, which was sunk 
by the Eagle, come within the meaning 
of the section providing for the pay- 
ment of bounties for persons on board. 
The result of these questions will be 
to delay the adjudication of the 
amounts due to officers and men in- 
terested. 

“The Navy Department was notified 
a few days ago by Judge Locke of 
Florida that he could turn into the 
treasury the net amount resulting from 
the sale of the cargo of coal on board 
the British tramp steamer Restorme!l. 
The notification was subsequently 
withdrawn by Judge Locke. 

“The Restormel case is the further- 
est advanced of any of the prizes. 
Owners of the great majority of the 
captured vessels have taken appeals 
from the courts which have condemned 
their ships as prizes, and it will be 
many months before the Supreme 
Court is able to pass upon them.” 


WILL CROSS THE OCEAN.

SAN FRANCISCO,: Sept. §.—The Ex- 
aminer reports Brig.-Gen. Miller, now 
in command of the troops here, as say- 
ing that within a month three of the 
regiments now stationed at the Pre- 
sidio will be on their way to Honolulu 
or Manila.

Pando, the former commander of the 
Spanish troops at Manzanillo, who ar- 
rived on the Ward liner Philadelphia, 
spoke to the newspaper men through 
an interpreter. Asked to express his 
views of the war in general, the gen- 
eral replied, with a gesture of derision: 
“Why, there has been no war. There 
are 200,000 soldiers in Cuba who have 
not seen an American soldier. My 
opinion is,” he continued, “that the 
Spanish and American soldiers were 
simplv inveigled into a war by the 
politicians of the two countries. The 
politicians made fools ef the soldiers; 
they sold them.”’ 

Asked if he believed that Gen. Toral 
should be court-martialed, Gen. Pando 
replied: “I believe that, in the regular 
course of events, considering what has 
happened, he will be.” 

Asked to explain the story which 
has been printed, to the effect that he 
had secretly fied from Cuba with f.12,- 
000,000, Gen. Pando replied: ‘When 1 
get back to my country I will get what 
is of more value to me than the 
amount of money you mentioned, the 
respect of my fellow-countrymen.”’ 

In response to the question of his 
destination, Gen. Pando said that he 
was on his way to Madrid. He wished 
to get there, he said, as quickly as pos- 
sible, in order to attend the meeting of 
the Cortes. He would not go to Paris, 
he thought. Asked if he thought the 
Cubans could govern themselves, Gen. 
oe said that he thought they 
could.

PHILIPPINE LABORERS ARE STRIK- 
ING FOR EXCESSIVD WAGES. 


| Americans Paid Their Extravagant 
Demands in the Early Exigencies 
bat Den’t See Why They Should 
Do It Now—The New Tariff Cir- 
eulated. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MANILA, Sept. 5.—{By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.} There have been several labor 
strikes here, the demand being for ex- 
cessive wages. Because the American 
authorities in the early exigencies of 
the situation here, agreed to the ex- 
travagant demands of the laborers, it 
has been difficult to return to an equit- 
able basis. One of these strikes caused 
the suspension of traffic on. the tram- 
ways of Manila for three days.

HOLLAN D’S GREAT DAY. 


THE ROYAL THRONE. 


Thousands of People Gather at Ams- 
terdam and Princes and Offi- 
cials From Far-Away Colonies 
Attend the Ceremonies. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT J 


AMSTERDAM, Sept. 5.—{By Atlan- 
tic Cable.] Queen Wilhelmina arrived 
at the railway depot in Amsterdam at 
2 o’clock today, and was enthusiasti- 
cally received. The burgomaster de- 
livered an address of welcome, to 
which Her Majesty replied: “For a 
long time past I have been looking for- 
ward to this moment, which ig the 
most solemn of my life.” 

Six hours before the Queen arrived 
200,000 people had assembled in the 
streets and around the palace. Her 
Majesty appeared at 3:30 p.m., pre- 
ceded by thirty divisions, including 
representatives of the army and navy, 
governmental and municipal officials 
and Princes from Holland’s East In- 
dian colonies, who came here  ex- 
pressly to witness the enthroning of 
the young Queen. 

MASSES OF PEOPLE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


AMSTERDAM, Sept. 5.—Beginning 
at early dawn vast crowds of people 
gathered in the streets, which were 
lavishly decorated in anticipation of 
the entry of Queen Wilhelmina. The 
weather was bright, and the trains 
from the provinces brought thousands 
of visitors to the city. The stands 
which had been erected along the 
route of the procession were packed 
early, as was also the Damplatz. 

The route to the Roya) palace was 
lined with thirty-five workingmen’s 
unions and eleven military, associa- 
tions. the latter comprisiig the veter- 
ans of 1830-31, and other r«tired soldiers 
to the number of 5000. The Damplatz, 
the high bridge over the Amstel, the 
principal canals and the streets through 
which the Queen passed were adorned 
with festoons and triumphal arches. A 
striking feature in this was a represen- 
tation of Admiral de Ruyler’s old flag- 
ship Peace. All the houses surround- 
ing the Damplatz were liberally cov- 
ered with gay draperies and natural 
flowers. 

The Queen arrived from The Hague 
at 2 o’clock, and was enthusiastically 
received. After the burgomaster had 


delivered a speech of welcome,’ the 
Queen drove to the Damplatz. The 
uniformed guards lined’ the entire 


route, and kept back the throngs. The 
crowds in the streets and windows and 
on the roofs formed a scene of the 
wildest enthusiasm, everybody shout- 
ing and singing to the utmost of their 
ability. The palace, in sharp contrast 
to the otherwise brilliant scene, stood 
bare, gray and undecorated in the cen- 
ter of the Platz. The space in front 
of the palace was occupied by a force 
of Nalberdiers and musketeers, at- 
tired in the seventeenth-century cos- 
tume of the Restoration. 

The royal coach was of white, or- 
namented with gold, and drawn by 
eight black horses. Queen Wilhelmina, 
who looked pale and tired, bowed and 
waved her handkerchief continually. In 
front of the palace, the army and navy 
were drawn up in the form of a great 
sauare. The coach passed along’ the 
four sides of the square before draw- 


ing up at the entrance to the palace. 


A few minutes later Queen Wil- 
helmina appeared upon the balcony, 
and bowed repeatedly to the 60,000 peo-

Commissioners at Work on Matters 
Affecting the Territory.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. . b.— The

The vessel will remain 
here about a week. The Tacoma will 
not sail through the treacherous Bal- 
lington Channel, but will be met by a 
towboat sent by Gen. Merritt, and 
towed through the straits of San Ber- 
nardino to her destination.

TO PROTECT THEIR HOMES. 


Citizens in Mass Meeting Protest 
Against Oil Encroachment, 

A meeting of more than one hun- 
dred and fifty property-holders and 
citizens residing in the vicinity of 
Westlake Park was held last evening 
at the corner of Seventh and Alvarado 
streets, in accordance with a call is- 
sued by H. Raphael, J. F. Jenkins, Lud 
Zoebel, W. L. Valentine and W. H. 
Holabird, for the purpose of protesting 
against the propsed repeal or change 
of the city ordinance against boring 
for oil withing 1600 feet of a city park. 
A petition for a change in this ordi- 
nance avill be presented to the City 
Council today, so that the meeting was 
for the purpose of organizing to pre- 
vent the invasion of the Westlake Park 
district by the oil industry. 

W. H. Holabird was made chairman 
of the meeting. He stated the de- 
vastation wrought by the extension of 
the oil wells into a residence district 
and the need of effective organization 
to resist the encroachment of specu- 
lators, and to maintain the rights of 
residents and their homes. Similar re- 
marks were made by Judge John M. 
Miller, E. A. Forrester, Gen. John R. 
Mathews, H. J- Stevens and J. H. 
Reynolds. 

It was resolved unanimously to or- 
ganize the Westlake Improvement and 
Protective Association, of which Judge 
John M. Miller was elected president; 
J. B. Irvine, Jr., vice-president: J. Cc. 
Foy, secretary, and EB. A. Forrester, 
treasurer. A motion was passed that 
& committee of three should be ap- 
pointed to take charge of the protest 
to be presented to the City Council this 
morning against the change of the 
ordinance, Judge Miller, Mr. Holabird 
and another whom they should select 
to be the committee. 

The Executive Committee of the per- 
manent association is to consist of 
seven members, including the president, 
vice-president and secretary. These of- 
ficers and Mr. Holabird were author- 
ized to appoint the other members of 
the Executive Committee. This com- 
mittee avas instructed to prepare by- 
laws for the association, and to call 
another meeting of the association 
whenever necessary. The initiation fee 
was made $1, and forty members en- 
rolled themselves at the ¢lose of the 
meeting. . 

The petition to be presanted to the 
Council today against the modifica- 
tion of the city ordinance has been 
signed by property-holders representing 
over $600,000 worth of property in the 
vicinity of Westlake Park.

REDONDO. 
REDONDO, Sept. 5.—[Regular ‘Correspond- 
ence.] Sunday was a quiet day at Redondo, as 
compared to previous Sundays, and there was 
only about 25 per cent. of the usual crowd of 
visitors from Los Angeles. The day was 
warm and pleasant and many amused them- 
selv by bathing in the surf and strolling 
along the beach. In the afternoon the tide 
was the lowest of the season, presenting an 
unbroken promenade for several miles.

AGUINALDO’S PROCLAMATIONS 
TO THE FILIPINOS. 


Responsibility Thrust Upon the 
United States Through Dewey’s 
Great Victory. 


CHINA’S PROGRESSIVE POLICY. 


IMPERIAL EDICTS THAT ARE EN- 
ERGETIC AND SENSIBLE. 


Machinations of Li Hung Chang. 
Japanese Abuse of Foreigners, 
Strong Need of Heroic Meas- 
ures—Korea Threatens, 


MANILA (Island of Luzon,) Aug. 7.— 
(Manila Bureau of The Times.}] Ev- 
ery interest is centered in the future of 
these islands. They are lost to Spain, 
irrevocably lost! The people of the 
United States may be satisfied with a 
harbor and coaling station, but it 
would cost an immense sacrifice of 
blood and treasure to hoist once again 
the gory and lustful banner of San 
Iago. The United States may with- 
draw, but hen she cannot escape the 
moral responsibility of the murder and 
bloodshed which are sure to follow. 
How can Spain, deprived of her fleets, 
hope to subdue these islands, hated as 
she is by the peaceful masses, while the 
more intelligent know full well that a 
restoration of Spanish authority means 
nothing short of the garrote or the 
sivord. Could we leave the islands to 
be umited into a republic, and under 
that form of government to work out 
their destiny? Impossible! The mo- 
ment our troops withdraw, Aguinaldo 
will have a score of rivals who are 
now subservient in appearance  be- 
cause they fancy him supported by the 
whole power of the United States. Agui- 
naldo, as I have always maintained, is 
a shallow-pated puppy. With extraor- 
dinary conceit he prepared a document 
which he is pleased to call the “Con- 
stitution” of his (mongrel) republic. I 
have the document before me and can- 
not help giving a few extracts. Here 
is the preamble: 

“Don Emilio Aguinaldo y Famy, Pres- 
ident of the Revolutionary Government 
of the Philippimes and General-in-chief 
of the Army. 

“This government being desirous to 
demonstrate to the Philippine nation 
that one of its aims is to combat with 
a firm hamd the inveterate vices of the 
Spanish adeninistration, substituting for 
the personal luxury and extravagant 
ostentation which render it crooked, 
heavy and torpid in its movements, a 
more modest, simple and expeditious 
public service. I decree as follows:” 

This is @ literal translation, and it 
would seem as if the whilom dictator 
were willing to introduce republican 
simplicity and econceny. Read then a 
supplementary document promulgated 
afterward under the same master hand: 

“Art. VI. ‘The provincial chiefs shall 
use as the emblem of their office a gold- 
headed staff with silver tassels, om the 
upper part of the head of the staff shall 
be engraved a sum and three stars. Mu- 
nicipal chiefs shall carry the same 
staff, but with black tassels. Assistant 
chiefs shall carry a silver-headed staff 
with red tassels. 

‘Provincial councillors shall aear a 
triangular jewel gold suspended 
from the neck by a chain of the same 
metal, a sun and three stars being en- 
graved on the jewel. Delegates shall 
wear the same jewel, but in silver and 
with a silver chain. 

“Art. VII. The President shall wear 
a collar of gold with a jewel similar 
to that above described and a gold 
whistle. The secretaries shall wear a 
similar collar and jewel, and directors 
the same in silver. 

“The President shall also carry a gold- 
headed staff with tassels of gold.” 

Instead of republican simplicity we 
have here provision for a regular circus 
parade, and these tawdry, black-and- 
dan deforeities would like to lord it 
over several million of aborigines who, 
under an enlightened government may, 
and probably will, become the instru- 
ments to redeem their race. 

One other quotation from this pre- 
cious constitution, and I @m through 
with it: “Chapter L of the Revolution- 
ary Governenent. 

“Art. I. The dictatorial government 
shall hemceforth be styled the revo- 
lutionary government, its object being 
to strike for the independence of the 
Philippines until the free nations, in- 
cluding the Spanish, shall expressly 
recognize it, and to prepare the coum- 
try for the establishment of a true re- 
public. 

“The dictator shall henceforth be 
styled the President of the revolution- 
ary government.” 

The position of Dictator was a little 
too hot for our friend, but he dies hard. 
Unless he takes French leave, some- 
body will sit down on him, and if the 
United States authorities feel disia- 
clined to render this service toa human- 
ity there avill be a scramble of volun- 
teers for the job. I only echo the hope 
of all concerned that the United States 
may have come to stay. 

PEKING (China,) Aug. 4.—[Peking 
Bureau of The Times.] This wretched 
capital is and has been for some time 
the vortex of machinations which 
would have caused even Macchiavelli 
to blush, since browbeating was re- 
sorted to whenever scheming and plot- 
ting failed. 

Since the death of Prince Kung in 
the latter part of May, the Forbidden 
City itself has suffered an internal 
revolution, terminating in our old 
friend Li Hung Chang being once more 
on top. This is, of course, the work 
of the Empress Dowager. Li, the old 
acrobat, is now the autocrat of the 
Tsung li yamen or Foreign Office, and 
has practically thrown his country into 
the arms of Russia. Corrupt as Li 
Hung Chang is known to be, I think 
the report that he has sold his coun- 
try does him a wrong. Li is a patriot 
as much as a Chinese can be so. Al- 
though he has always been covetous 
and. grasping, love of money was not 
the reason; he was a Mandarin and 
simply followed the traditions of his 
class. The passion most dear to the 
octogenarian’s heart is revenge. His

| whole history proves it, and this pas- 
sion is directed against the Japanse, 
who hurled poor old China from its 
rotten and wormesien pedestal, and 
with the same blow frustrated Li's 
long-cherished schemes. When Li 
went to Russia to represent his master 
at the coronation, he signed the treaty 
which has recently been made public; 
but Russia’s return for China's sacri- 
fices will not bear the light for some 
time; yet Russia would probably have 
paid the debt if Dewey’s unexpected 
victory had not compelled a change 
in the programme. And now the Em- 
press Dowager is backing Li! 

As a first consequence Wing Tung-ho, 
the Imperial Tutor, has been dismissed 
from all his offices; Wang Wen-she, 
who was a wery fair Governor of 
Chih-li was made a member of the 
Tsung li yamen, and last but not least, 
the Official Gazette has been filled with 
Imperial Edicts, some of which must 
have been very disagreeable reading 
to not a few of our Mandarin friends. 
First, there is Sheng Ta-jen, the Di- 
rector or Railways. That supreme 
genius of corruption paid an enormous 
amount for his appointment, and it 
looks very much as if his investment 
will prove a loss. Bulldozing is so much 
cheaper than bribing that foreign ap- 
plicants for concessions can dispense 
with our high-priced Prince of Bribery. 
Sheng has fought hard for his money, 
and has bitterly opposed all railroad 
concessions as well as all work on the 
projected lines where his expected 
Kumshaw has not been paid. The con- 
sequence is that the following Imperial 
Edict has raked him over thg coals: 

“For the scheme of buil g a rail- 
road between Han Kow and Lu Kow 
Bridge, Peking, we sanctioned the pro- 
posal to make it a mercantile enter- 
prise open to all our subjects, and fur- 
ther specially appointed Sheng Hsuan- 
huai to be director-general of the proj- 
ect. Two years have now elapsed 
since then, and by rights we ought to 
expect that the work of surveying the 
route, buying up the land for the road, 

such like, should be completed by 
this time. Now the proposed railway 
route is one of very great importance 
to the empire, and we cannot permit 
any delay to be made with the progress 
of the work. Furthermore, we have 
now the requisite funds in hand for 
building this railway and therefore 
command the said Sheng Hsuan-huai 
to commence work immediately. He 
is also to report to us in advance the 
manner he intends to carry on the said 
construction. Now, if there be any 
more delays and it be found that there 
has been an air of levity in the prose- 
cution of an affair of such grave and 
national importance, the question is 
asked whether Sheng Hsuan-huai will 


conduct for which he is dowbtless re- 
sponsible. With reference to the Han 
Kow-Canton Railway and the Shang- 
bai-Nanking Railway we hereby enjoin 
upon those who have been authorized 
to conduct their construction to hasten 
with their work and refrain from un- 
necessary delays in the matter.” 

Shing must have heaved many a sigh 
for the good old days, and may have 
asked himself the pertinent question: 
“Where do I come'in?’ He, however, 
took the lesson to heart, for I have it 
on good authority that he signed on 
the same day a loan with the Bel- 
gian syndicate for the building of the 
Lu Han (Peking-Hankow) Railroad. 

It is currently reported and believed 
that the Emperor is in earnest in his 
intentions to open the Peking-Canton 
Railroad himself, At any rate, China 
is moving. Why, the Peking-Tientsin 
Railroad is actually advertising excur- 
sions to the Great Wall! Claude Kin- 
der. who built this road, was the ob- 
ject of a virulent attack from the Rus- 
sian Minister, who wants nobody but 
Russians employed, considering the 
Chinese empire de facto Russian ter- 
ritory. For the future of the United 
States, I say: God grant that our peo- 
ple may interfere in time! A firm at- 
titude now may restrain the Russian 
Bear: but if the opportunity be 
neglected; if we do not follow En- 
gland’s policy that the life and prop- 
erty of the humblest of our citizens 
shall be protected at all cost, we shall 
most assuredly pay heavily hereafter. 
In the case of Mr. Kinder Russia took 
a back seat when Great Britain showed 
her teeth. I take great pleasure in an- 
nouncing that Watson W. Rich, for- 
merly of the Salt Ste. Marie Railroad, 
has been appointed to an important 
position in the imperial Chinese rail- 
ways. 

Yes, China is moving, and the only 
fear is that she started too late; very 
recently the following really important 
imperial edict was published. It shows 
that the government is in earnest, and 
that soon we shall have a satisfactory 
patent and copyright law: 

“From ancient time until now the 
first duty of government has been to 
bring order out of chaos, and to shape 
the rough materials at hand. With the 
increasing facilities of international 
commerce of late our country has been 
filled with an influx of scientific, me- 
chanical and artistic thirigs which are 
an education to the masses, whose 
eyes are daily being opened to their 
usefulness. China is a ereat country, 
and our resources are many. We do 
not lack either men of intellect and 
brilliant talents, capable of learning 
and doing anything they please, but 
whose movements have hitherto been 
hampered by old prejudices, which 
have formed a bar to these brilliant 
minds in thinking out and introducing 
to practical use new inventions. Now 
that we have entered upon the high 
road toward the education and en- 
lightenment of the masses for the pur- 
pose of making our empire strong and 
wealthy like other nations, our first 
duty should be the encouragement and 
employment of men of genius and tal- 
ents. We therefore commad that from 
henceforth if there be any subject of 
ours who should hereafter write a use- 
ful book on new subjects, or who 
should have invented any new design 
in machinery, or any useful work of 
art and science, which will be of benefit 
to the country at large, such person 
shall be honored and rewarded by us. 
in order to serve as an encouragement 
and exhortation to others of similar 
genius and talents. Or, perhaps, if it, 
be found that such geniuses have also 
real ability to become officials, we shall 
appoint them to substantial posts as 
a reward, or grant them decorations or 
fine raiment, in order to show the 
masses the persons who have gajned 
honor by their talents and genius; 
while they shall also be allowed _ to 
enjoy the fruits of their labor by being 
presented with papers empowering 
them to be the sole manufacturers and 
sellers within a certain limit of time. 
Again, to such as have administrative 
talents and the necessary funds either 
to build schools, or begin irrigation 
works for the benefit of agriculture, 
or build rifle factories or cannon foun- 
dries. all of which will be of great 
benefit to the population of the em- 
pire at large, these men shall be re- 
warded on the same scale as men who 
have gained distinction In the army 
and navy. in order to give such per- 
sons special encouragement to work for 
the good of themselves and their coun- 
trv. We hereby further command the 
Tsung li yamen to draw up the regu- 
lations which shall govern the various 
matters noted within this edict, and 
report at once to us.” 

The Emperor is really anxious to 
break with old traditions, and to give 
his country a fresh start. Kang Yu- 
mei, a native of Canton, and one of 
the founders of the Reform Associa- 
toin, has had several audiences with 
His Majesty, and presented him with 
the translations of such works as “The 
Life and Deeds of Peter the Great.” 
“The Reformation of Japan Since the 
Restoration of the Mikado,” ete. It is 
due to Kang that a very important re- 
form has been effected in the examina-

Unless the Emperor is assassinated, 
China has taken a new departure. 

TOKIO 10.—{Tokio Bu- 
reau of The Times.) It is my unpleas- 
ant duty to record again several in- 
Stances of unprovoked attacks upon 
foreigners. It is only a short time since 
some Japanese brutes at Kobe amused 
themselves by taking two young girls, 
pushing them into the water and for 
some time preventing them from get- 
ting out. Kobe has justly a very un- 
Savory reputation, so much so that the 
several consuls were compelled to take 
concerted action. A  gstar-chamber 
council was held, and the only tangible 
result was a maudlin proclamation 
from the Governor, in which he called 
assaults to murder, “horse play.” The 
nasty fact remains that Japanese offi- 
cials are afraid of the coolies, and 
England can’t allow Russia to give 
Japan the thrashing which she deserves 
from every civilized nation. On the 16th 
of July of next year our citizens will 
be transferred to the jurisdiction of 
these Mongolians, whose courts have 
thus far proved a travesty on justice! 
The Joi or anti-foreign spirit which 
prevails among all classes, will cause 
many an American to give up his busi- 
ness and leave, and I venture to pre- 
dict that Hon. Edwin Dun, the arch- 
promoter of the revised treaty, will be 
among the first to seek pastures new. 

Mr. Roeper of Kobe was entertaining 
an old school friend now in business at 
Viadivostock. After dinner they took a 
Stroll along the Minatogawa, when 
they met a party of coolies, who evi- 
dently proposed to take a hand in the 
entertainment. The two gentlemen did 
not relish this part of the programme, 
and took to their heels. This induced 
the Japs to fire a te in the form of 
a volley of rocks, one of which struck 
Mr. Roeper in the back, and when he 
looked around he was hit in the head, 
receiving an ugly wound. He was 
lucky to escape as he did, for the po- 
lice are powerless. 

It is not only at Kobe that foreignerg 
are subject to assault; foreign ladies 
are nowhere safe in this country. I 
declare upon my honor that I would 
sooner escort a lady through the worst 
part of China, than in broad daylight 
through the streets of Tokio. They 
Simply cannot pass without being in- 
sulted, and no redress can be obtained. 
The Jiji, a progressive, honest, native 
paper, reports that last Sunday even- 
ing, while a missionary was preaching 
in the Christian chapel at Shibaicho, 
Shiba, Tokio, a miscreant threw sand 
in his face, inflicting painful injuries. 

In Yokohama, a German named 
Rischke, stoker on the Hamburg- 
American liner Asturia, was stabbed to 
death by four Japanese, whileea great 
crowd was looking placidly on. An 
English sailor was also left for dead on 
the street, and the Japanese courts 
dare not interfere with this now fa- 
vorite pastime of these scoundrels. I 
am preparing a list of outrages com- 
mitted upon law-abiding, reputable 
American citizens since the time Mr. 
Cleveland signed the outrageous re- 
vised treaty. This list will prove a 
powerful advocate for a strong navy. 

SOUL (Korea,) Aug. 1.—[{Soul Bureau 
of The Times.]

It appears that this 
foreign dignitary had applied for a 
mining concession, which was refused, 
upon some ground, the real reason be- 
ing probably that the natives would 
like to keep something for themselves. 
Krierg then sent for this Cabinet Min- 
ister, and when he came saluted him 
with a very emphatic box on the ears. 
I can understand that the Minister’s 
feelings were somewhat ruffled. When 
asked how he settled this international 
difficulty, Greathouse answers with a 
chuckle.

LLANE MISRsPRESENTED. 

Among the dishonest expedients of 
the so-called “silver Republicans” is 
an attempt to show that James 
Blaine was an advocate of their un- 
tenable theories. By making incom- 
plete or garbled quotations from some 
of his speeches they give a coloring of 
apparent truth to their claims in this 
reacid; whereas, if they were honest 
encueh to give the context of these 
quotations, it would at once become ‘ap- 
parcnt thet Mr. Blaine entertained and 
advocated views entirely different—in 
most rceepects diametrically so—from 
the theories which they put forward. 

It was unfortunate for Nathan Cole 
and his convention that they quoted 
from Mr. Blaine’s speech of February 
7, 18/8, and that they so flamboyantly 
reafiimed their “fealty to the princi- 
ples «and doctrines of the Republican 
party as declared and promulgated by 
th: immertal Lincoln and James G. 
Blaine.” The simple truth of the mat- 


ter is that no man of unbiased mind. 
can read Mr. Blaine’s speech of Feb-| 


ruary 7, 1878, without being convinced 
that the views entertained by that 
peeriess stctesman on the silver ques- 
tion were cssentially different from 
those cf the 165-to-1 statesmen of today. 
A few quotations from that memorable 
speech will suffice to establish the 
truth of this statement. In the course 
of his svecc. Mr. Blaine said: 

“At current rates of silver, the free 
coinage of a dollar containing 412% 
grains, worth in gold about 92 cents, 
gives an illegitimate profit to the 
owner of the bullion, enabling him to 
teke 92 cents’ worth of it to the mint 
and get it stamped as coin and force 
his neighbor to take it for a full dollar. 
This is an undue and unfair advantage 
‘which the government has no right to 
give the owner of silver bullion, and 
which defrauds the man who is forced 
to take the dollar.” 

Again, in the same speech, Mr. 
Blaine made this emphatic declaration 
in favor of an international agree- 
ment, which is so plain as to admit of 
no equivocation: 

“What gain, therefore, should we 
make for the circulating medium, if, on 
opening the gate for silver to flow in, 
we open a still wider gate for gold to 
flow out? If I were to venture upon 
a dictum upon the silver question, I 
should declare that until Europe re- 
monetizos silver we cannot afford to 
coin a dollar as low as 412% grains.” 

-Cole’s convention quoted Mr. Blaine 
as saying: “I believe the public cred- 
itor can afford to be paid in any sil- 
ver dollar that the United States can 
afford to coin and circulate.” It is 
quite true that Mr. Blaine made this 
statement. But he said more; and 
what he did say has an entirely differ- 
ent meaning when the context is given. 
Mr. Blaine said: 

_ “I believe the public creditor can af- 
ford to be paid in any silver dollar 
that the United States can afford to 
coin and circulate. We have forty 
thousand millions of property in this 
country, and a wise self-interest will 
not permit us to overturn its relations 
by seeking for an inferior dollar 
wherewith to settle the honest demand 
of any creditor. The question might 
he different from a merely selfish point 
of view, if, on paying the dollar to 
the public creditor, it would disappear 
after performing that function. But 
the trouble is that the inferior dollar 
you pay the public creditor remains 
in circulation the exclusion of the 
better dollar. #That which you pay at 
home will stay here; that which you 
send away will come back.” 

These extracts are sufficient to indi- 
cate the extent to which Mr. Blaine 
has been misrepresented by the Popu- 
listic silverite aggregation, falsely 
claiming to be Republican. In point 
of fact there is not the remotest justi- 
fication for the claim that James G. 
Blaine was a believer in or an advocate 
of the illogical theory df free and un- 
limited silver coinage. He was a con- 
sistent and unswerving advocate of 
sound. money. This is equivalent to 
saying that he was a consistent and 
loyal Republican—which is an unneces- 
sary affirmation. 

The “silver Republicans” (so-called) 
are not advancing their cause in the 
least, nor aiding their Demo-Popu-

A man 
who can indorse such treasonable and 
lying statements as those contained 
in the resolutions heretofore referred 
fo; and in the resolutions accompany- 
ing the communication above printed, 
is unworthy of belief under any cir- 
cumstances. 

The resolutions adopted at the “still 
larger mass meeting,” (possibly com- 
prising seventy-five to eighty persons,) 
held in Ventura on Friday evening, 
are of similer character to  thuse 
adopted at the previous meeting, ana 
were evidently concocted by the same 
perron—-the putative author being one 
Swift, an all c1ourd socialistic crank 
and damphool. To discuss these reso- 
lutions at length would be not only a 
work of supererogation, but a waste of 
time and space; for they are couched 
in language so intemperate, and are 
crowded with falsehoods and fallacies 
so obvious, that they will have not the 
least influence upon men whose opin- 
ions are worth anything. 

The burden of these resolutions is a 
frantically expressed fear, or convic- 
tion, that a deep, diabolical, damnable 
scheme is on foot, concocted and en- 
}gineered by “the office-holding class, 
both political and military,” to rob the 
American people of their liberties by 
the building up of “a great military 
system in this country. That will 
mean,” it is declared, “the creation ot 
a vast hierarchy of military chiefs of 
this deadly type, with the power to 
destroy our civil liberty,” etc., etc. 

The resolutions are made up of 
dreary drivel of this sort, and of state- 
ments which every decent American 
citizen knows to be both false and 
malicious. The officers who so nobly 
led their men into battle for their 
country’s honor and for the cause of 
humanity. and civilization, are as- 
saulted in a most brutal and shameful 
manner, and the entire conduct of the 
war is condemned as “devilish and 
dastardly.” 

The preamble to these resolutions 
begins with, “We, the citizens of Ven- 
tura,” ete. This is strongly reminis- 
cent of the three tailors of Tooley 
street, who headed their petition with 
“We, the people of England.” This 
anarchistic and cranky  out-giving 
probably represents the sentiments of 
the people of Ventura about as com- 
pletely as a proclamation by Blanco 
would represent the opinions of the 
American people. 

There have been some sad mistakes 
in the conduct of the late war, no 
doubt, but these were due chiefly to our 
unpreparedness for the conflict, and 
the unprecedentedly grave difficulties 
which we were called upon to face in 
prosecuting a war in the tropics, in 
the most unpropitious season of 
year. The mistakes of the war will 
be fully investigated in due course ol 
time, and the responsibility therefor 
will be fixed where it belongs.

THE“REFORMED %& 
POPULIST.” 


The political campaign has begun. 
The triple .alliance .(the Demo-Rep- 
Populist combination,) has been born. 
Let us shout glory to this queer-fig- 
ured créature, hosannas in the highest! 
For “Jimmy” Maguire like - another 
Caesar of military remembrance after 
crossing the Rubicon of single and sin- 
gular taxdom and landing in the freak 
silver camp came to the city of the 
Angels and saw and coriquered a sil- 
ver-colored Republicratic convention, 
who, in meeting assembled, would con- 
quer. “the star-eyed goddess of the 
morn” with a “whereas” and a “be 
it resolved,’’ or as reformatory Joshuas 
would command the golden sun of 
heaven to etand.still by the almighty 
flat of their conventional resolutions 
and would squeeze there from sixteen 
rays of: silvery light to one of gold. 

The Silver Republican Convention of 
August 26, was about’as joyous and en- 
thusiastic as a funeral procession or a 
man whose wife has left with a hand- 


ice rids itself of such colonels the bet- |somer fellow. The inspiration of a cam- 


paign seemed to be lacking and a dog 
fight or a house on fire would probably 
have been welcomed with enthusiasm. 
This party is represented in the nomi- 
nations for office by Walter Van Dyke, 
who is an espirant for the Superior 
judgeship of Los Angeles.county, and 
H. A. McCraney, who wants to be a 
Clerk of the Supreme Court. He is 
an old-line stalwart, the most of his 
life having. been given to scalping Dem- 
ocrats and putting Populists to the tor- 
ture. 

These three parties, Silver Repub- 
lican, Democrat and Populist, differ- 
ing essentially in doctrine, constitution 
and political history, now hang to- 
gether by a silvery thread, the thread 
of 16-to-1 fallacy. 

It may: be I fail to understand the 
combination, but if James Maguire can 
be a Silver Republican, Democrat and 
Populist, all in one breath, he must be 
a striped, zebra in a worse than Bar- 
num-humbugging circus, or as a prosti- 
bulus personage wearing a Joseph’scoat 
of ‘many political colors, where, let it 
be said to the joy of the silver-clad 
Samsons: of ‘the political prize-ring, 
there are sixteen colors of silver to one 
of any other. 

But there are some Maguireites, 

young, fresh hopefuls of the morn, 
daisies of the first campaign, who ex- 
pect to see Maguire seated in glory in 
the. silver moonlight among the guber- 
natorial stars of the earth, but I say 
unto them they are living in beautiful 
air castles, fanning themselves. into 
dreams of fancy with their .own 
tongues, and if as -orators they speak 
they are dropping rainbow-hued roses 
of rhetoric upon the coffin of their own 
future despair. 
There will be plenty of 16-to-1 busi- 
ness this year. There will be sixteen 
figures of speech to one idea of logic; 
sixteen ounces of fable and fallacy to 
one of fact; sixteen lies to one truth: 
sixteen votes made for Gage to every 
one speech of Maguire, and after the 
Ides of November, Maguire will find 
the office of Gowernor sixteen times as 
far off as before he commenced the 
campaign, while there will be sixteen 
offices filled by Republicans to one by 
Democrats, and there will be sixteen 
streaks of blue Democratic profanity 
in 1898 to one in 1896, when Bryan. was 
defeated, for they will be “snowed un- 
der” sixteen times as bad. 

I grant that “Jimmy” Maguire is a 
most successful political Svengali, and 
that his hypnotic influence has made 
a fine Trilby of the triple alliance sing- 
ing the siren song of 16 tol. For he is 
a silvery-tongued orator, who would 
hypnotically dose a politically hum- 
bugged and buncoed people with the 
ravishing sophistry of a crystallized 
sugar-coated 16-to-1 pill, one of the 
many reform nostrums of ignoble po- 
litical quacksters and dangerous trick- 
sters. 

Bryan was the silvery-tongued ora- 
tor par excellence in the 1896 campaign, 
but he did not realize the true mean- 
ing of the expression. “Speech is silver; 
silence is golden!” Of course, thou- 
sands flocked to hear him. He was 
a curiosity. Thousands would also 
flock to see a three-headed donkey or 
a five-legged calf. 

But if “Jimmy” allows his _ silvery- 
tongue to hoodoo him in this campaign 
it will only be another instance of a 
subversive doctrine being slain by the 
jawbone of its own assininity. — 

Again, “Jimmy” Maguire Is to Cal- 
ifornia politice what Sam Jones is to 
religion. He is a political revivalist. 
He would bring back the “dear dead 
delusions’’ of. the past , if by such 
methods he could put upon his head 
the crown of power. He would out- 
Rienzi Rienzi, and in this modern Ro- 
man day he would ride into official 
place upon a cyclone of popular. deter- 
mination.. He would be a hero in this 
mad and modern world and would raise 
to earth the Jairus daughter of a sil- 
vercratic superstition. He would place 
upon the white brow of Columbia maid- 
enhood the kiss of a Benedict Arnold 
treachery and would crush the infant 
of political liberty in the cradle of a 
detestable sophistry. He would streak 
the so-called Golden Calf with sixteen 
stripes of silver and would bid men 
worship the striped zebra of political 
metallurgy. But the 16-to-1 folly will 
soon pass away. It will run its course 
like a red-hot fever, through the pub- 
lic veins, like all past ephemeral’ phe- 
nomena, such as the Millerite delusion, 
the Trilby craze, the Klondike mining 
excitements and other madnesses. of 
the day. So, in the near future above 
its white corpse cold and still we will 
place a tombstone with the words ‘en- 
graved thereon: 


Requiescat in pace! |

A REFORMED POPULIST. 


Col. Berry’s Tantrums, 


{San Francisco Examiner:] It will 
not do to take Col. Berry in his tan- 
trums too seriously. When a calmer 
hour arrives, he will doubtless sheathe 
his mighty and belligerent tongue, 
which for a week past he has brand- 
ished. so industriously in the cave of the 
winds. The blue streak: of military 
language which has marked his path 
for some days is due to some natural 
irritation at the prospect of losing his 
job and the glory which might be ex- 
pected to attend that job—glory which 
has a political value fully understood 
by Col. Berry. 

We shall not, therefore, resent Col. 
Berry’s reproaches, nor take alarm be- 
cause he threatens with his sword to 
divide the State of California. Col. 
Berry is too much of a gentleman 
when he is not angry to do injustice 
or talk like a fool. It will take a big- 
ger wedge than a purely personal 
grievance to split the great common- 
wealth of California. 

‘Col. Berry and his talking major ap- 
pear to think that the men of his regi- 
ment are in agreement with them on 
the subject of the order of the War De- 
partment. They are undoubtedly mis- 
taken, for the men want to go home 
now that the prospect of active service 
has vanished. The manner in which 
the regiment has been treated by the 
War Department is undoubtedly a real 
grievance. The Seventh Regiment was 
repeatedly overlooked and given the 
go-by, for the advantage of other bod- 
ies of troops which seemed to have 
more influence with the department.

aay by affirming that Secretary Alger 
is “a small man.” If the colonel has 
differences with the Secretary of War, 
we hope he will fight it out with that 
functionary, and not seek to drag San 
Francisco and the State of California 
into the conflict. If this war must 
really come, we hope to see it limited 
to its strictest confines. 

The men of the Seventh Regiment 
will have the sincere sympathy-of all 
California in the defeasance of their 
patriotic aspiration to see _ active 
service. It has been certain for 
two weeks that the military authorities 
would not give them a chance, and this 
fact has been known to every man in 
the body.

It would be 
cruel and unjust to hold the boys here 
one day longer than was necessary, 
and the Examiner took this view of the 
case, at the risk of incurring the wrath 
of the colonel and the major, who will 
douttless acknowledge that we ‘are 
right when they. come to their senses 
aud stop talknig. nonsense. We may 
even venture to hope that they will not 
carry the war into politics with a knife 
as long as the colonel’s arm. Let the 
colenel beat his knife into a plowshare 
and go to work.

SWORN RETURNS. 


An Advisory Circular Sent Out by” . 


Commissioner Scott. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—Commis- 
sioner Scott of the Office of Internal 


Revenue sent the following letter to vw 


collectors of internal revenue: 
“Letters addressed to this office from 
all parts of the United States by per- 
sons who have become liable to special 
taxes under the provisions of the sec- 
ond section of the Act of June 13, 1898, 
and who, having failed to make the 
prescribed return (form 11) under oath 
within the calendar month in which 
thtir liability began have been called 
upon by collectors to pay 50 per cent. 
in addition to the tax clearly show 
that these persons, while aware of 
their special tax liability under the new 
(war revenue) act, had no knowledge 
or notice whatever that it was thei> 
duty, under 3237 R. S. amended, to 
make sworn return reggrding their 
business to the collector or deputy 
collector not later than the last day of 
the calendar month in which their lia- 
bility began. The War Revenue Act 
gave them full notice as to their spe- 
cial tax liability, but gave them no in- 
formation of the requirement that they 
should make formal sworn returns to 
the collector within the time presoribed 
section 3287 R. S., as amended 
53 of the Act of October 1, 


There being nothing in the law spe- 
cially calling the attention of the pub- 
lic to the provisions of section 3237 R. 
S., amended, as applicable to these new 
classes of special taxpayers, it would 
be meanifestly inequitable and unjust 
to regard the mandatory provision of 
section 3, 176 R. S., as requiring im- 
peratively the addition of 50 per cent. to 
the taxes due in these cases as if they 
were on the same footing with special 
taxpayers under the old law who had 
for many years complete information 
as to what is required of them, not 
only through publishing official notices, 
but also through the express terms of 
the law itself and the regulations and 
instructions issued thereunder. 

“Collectors are accordingly hereby 
authorized and directed for this time, 
in all cases of pérsons who had neither 
notice nor information that they were 
required to make eworn return within 
the calendar month when their liability 
began and who, consequently failed to 
make such return to report facts in 
these cases in their next list for assess. 
ment of the special tax without the 50 
per centum penalty and to refer to this 
circular letter as their authority for 
doing so. This is not to be extended 
to cases hereafter arising. In each 
particular case of this kind, therefore, 
motice should be given that hereafter 
for amy neglect or failure to make such 
return without the excuse of sickness, 
or absence (the only excuse provided 
for by section 3178 R. S.) the 50 per 
contum penalty must be assessed and 
collected. General notice hereof should 
be given by colléctors for the informa- 
tion of the public.”

Declares the San Francisco Papers 
Have Malignantly Betrayed His 
Regiment tu Glorify the Eighth. 
A Belated Reply to the Chamber 
of Commerce. 


Col. John R. Berry of the Seventh 
Regiment has sent a belated answer to 
the telegram sent him by the Chamber 
of Commerce last week, asking him if 
he would or would not have a canvass 
made of his soldiers to ascertain the 
desires of the regiment as to be mus- 
tered out, now that the war is erided. 
His letter is as follows: 


“Headquarters Seventh California In- 
fantry, United States Volunteers, 
Camp Merriam, Cal., Sept. 3, 1898. 
“Frank Wiggins, Secretary Chamber 

of Commerce, Los Angeles, Cal.—Dear 

Sir: I did not reply to your second 

telegram of September 1, which I re- 


fore it was possible for me to take ac- 
tion in the.matter, I learned that the 
regiment was to be mustered out, and 
this made a reply.unnecessary. I will 
add, however, that if I had made a re- 
ply it certainly would have been no. I 
am quite well aware that this course 
will subject myself to the charge of 
trying to coerce the men of this regi- 
ment to stay in the service egainst 
their will, but I choose rather to subject 
myself to such a charge than to do 
such a very unmilitary dct as you re- 
quested of me. I know I am sustained 
in this position by superior authority, 
whose approval is worth very much 
more to me than any favor I might 
gain from anybody by taking a. dif- 
ferent course. When all the facts be- 
come known I think it will appear that 
action taken at Los Angeles was -ill- 
advised, and that the effect of it has 
been to assist in bringing reproach 
upon the regiment which represented 
Southern California in the volunteer 
army of the United States in the war 
with Spain,.and which, up to the time 
of these unfortunate occurrences, had 
} Maintained a reputation for discipline, 
efficiency and soldierly qualities gen- 
erally, of which its officers and men. 
alike could well feel proud. 

“The fact will ultimately appear that 
the agitation among the men to be 
mustered out was the Work of a few 
malcontents, such as are always found, 
in an organization of this size and 
kind, and who are always. more bent 
upon stirring up strife, dissatisfaction, 
etc,, than. upon the proper perform- 
ance of their duties. I believe the vast 


with the case properly presented to 
them, prefer to continue on until they 
have exhausted every chance of seeing 
other or additional service. I believe 
that to be the honorable thing for them 
to do, and my positoon in the matter 
‘was based upon that belief. 

“The so-called polls that it is alleged 
have been made of the regiment to as- 
eertain the sentiment of the men, were, 
to all intents and purposes, the merest 
fakes. In particular, one which ap- 
pears in the Examiner today is to be so 
characterized, because I have positive 
information that in several cases the 
companies were not canvassed at all, 
and that in other cases the canvass re- 
vealed exactly opposite sentiments 
from those expressed, by the Examiner. 

“The result is that the regiment has 
been put in the attitude of seeking re- 
lease from military service after .the

CHECKS IN FRANCE. It is strange 
to read of the backward condition of 
banking in so great and intelligent a 
nation as France. 

“The use of checks for payments in 
Prance,” says the London Economist, 
“makes but slow progress, notwith- 
standing the extension of the business 
of the great deposit banks, with 
branches in all the towns of impor- 
tance. The number of checks drawn 
in France in 1880 was 4,396,930, as shown 
by the stamps on the bank forms. In 
1896, after an interval of sixteen years, 
it had only reached 7,017,575, or a little 
over one check for six of the popula- 
tion. Small payments continue to be 
made principally tn cash. The very 
limited use of checks has been attrib- 
uted to the stamp duty, but it is prob- 
ably rather due to the mistrust of the 
people in banks that are not State in- 
stitutions. They consider their money 
to be safer in notes in a money drawer 
than at a bank, and as they do not 
have an account at a banker's, they re- 
fuse to receive checks in payment. The 
loss of time in obtaining payment is 
also a cause of the dislike of checks to 
bearer, as a quarter of an hour gener- 
ally elapses between the time a check 
is given tn at one pigeon hole and 
payment’is made at another wicket.”

The conditions of soil and climate for 
this purpose are simply. perfect. It lies 
directly north of Santiago, and about 
eighty miles away. There used to be 
railroads running to the coast, but they 
are probably things of the past. It 
would not be a difficult matter to re- 
construct them. 

“With the bananas could be.grown 
coffee, as the coffee plants require the 
shade of the banana trees, and the two 
grow side by side in the rich soil on 
the north coast of Cuba, and ought to 
amply repay the efforts of the planter. 
If any Americans are desirous of #eek- 
ing their fortunes in this country after 
the war, my advice is to leave the 
cities alone; they are already over- 
Pipeked with seekers for a living. Take

American Wheat Crop. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—The wheat crop of 
1898 is not quite up to promise, according to 
the report of the American Agriculturalist, 
which appears in the issue of Sept. 1. 
This says that in a few States it now ap- 
pears the promise of wheat was not ful- 
filled in actual grain by what must seem 
like a large margin, while in a number of 
States the rate of yield was even greater 
than indicated July 1. But with full allow- 
ance for all disappointment the fact re- 
mains that the crop this year is the largest 
on record, 

The reported rate of yield of winter wheat 
is 14.8 bushels and in spring wheat 15.4 
bushels. The final crop result will appear 
next month, but the American Agricultural- 
ist says that it must not miss noting that 
if the present rate of yield indicated shall 

maintained, the total production of win- 
ter wheat will be rather under 400,000,000 
and spring wheat fully 300,000,000 bushels, 
subject to modification of the month.

| WELCOME THE BOYS. 


TO BE ENTERTAINED AT UUNCHEON 
BY THE CITIZENS, 


An Appeal Made for Contributions 
That Everything May Be in Per- 
fect Readinenms to Receive the 
Returning Soldiers at River Sta- 
tion, 


_ That a hearty welcome awaits the. 
boys of the Seventh Regiment upon 
their return to their homes in South- 
ern California went without the assur- 
ance, but steps were taken yesterday 
at the mass-meeting under the auspices 
of the Red Cross to insure a welcome 
being extended to the home-comers on 
a practical amd systematic plan. 

There was a goodly gathering of wo- 
men and a sprinkling of men present 
when Mrs. D. G. Stephens called the 
meeting to order. It was the sense of 
the meeting that as the boys of the reg- 
iment will be throwm upon their own 
resources to procure food, save for Un- 
cle Sam’s hardtack, on the trip from 
the North, a good substantial luncheon, 
quickly served, would be a good way 
to welcome the boys who have suf- 
fered from the ills of badly-regulated 
camp life. After some discussion, it was 
decided that this luncheon shall be 
served in the dining-room and corridors 
of theold hotel building at River Station. 
It is the ome place where the regiment 
can be received as a whole, and before 
the country companies disperse. One 
woman mentioned having received yes- 
terday a letter from one of the boys 
in which the remark was made that all 
hands had signed the pay-roll and the 
regiment was expecting to be paid off 
om Tuesday morning and leave for the 
South the same evening. There being 
nothing definite, however, regarding the 
time of arrival, it was determined ¢o 
have all supplies on hand so that no 
time might be lost, but that the boys 
of the Seventh should be welcomed 
home without hitch or delay to mar the 
occasion. 

The ment is ta be made up of hot 
roast beef, cold ham, mashed potatoes, 
several kinds of salad, vegetables, tea 
and coffee, and ice cream and cake. An 
appeal is made by the ladies having 
the matter in charge to all citizens, both 
men, women and children, for voluntary 
contributions of any of the articles 
needed to provide a luncheon such as 
indicated above. Those who are mot 
so circumstanced as to be abde to give 
in kind can aid the cause equally well 
by contributing momey, but in any 
case the committee desires that the 
amount and kind of contribution be com- 
municated to it at the Red Cross head- 
quarters today and as early as possible. 

Capt. Howland, commanding the cav- 
alry troop, sent word that in case his 
treop was not called, out, every man 
would be in the saddle ready to act as 
escort to the Seventh Regiment upon 
its return. The Seventh Regiment Band, 
too, through its director, George Cann, 
and J. G. Wyatt’s bugle corps, consist- 
ing of ten drums and fifteen buglers, 
volunteered their services. 

When Mrs. Stephens called for volun- 
teers to aid in the work of preparing 
for the reception of the soldier boys, 
there was a handsome response. All of 
the Women’s Relief Corps were repre- 
sented, despite the fact that the G.A.R. 
encampment at Long Beach, which be- 
gan yesterday, took many of the mem- 
bers out of the city. The War Board 
was represented by J. O. Koepfii, who 
said that the board would codéperate 
in any way it could to make the wel- 
come home a successful affair. 

“Do you think the war board will do 
just what the ladies say?” inquired Mrs, 
Stephens. 

“Yes, I think so,” answered Mr. 
Koepfli, smiliingly, after a moment’s 
pause, and the board got a round of 
applause. 

The Ladies of the Maccabees, Cathe- 
dral Aid Society, Veteran Reserve, Or- 
phan’s Home, Order of the Eastern 
Star, and other organizations were rep- 
resented by members who vouched for 
the support of the several societies in 
the effort to make the occasion mem- 
orable. The Cathedral Aid Society 
promised to furnish coffee for the 
lunch. 

Mrs. Spencer made a motion that a 
telegram be sent from the ladies of the 
meeting to Secretary Alger, asking 
that if more troops should be needed at 
the front before the expiration of the 
thirty days’ furlough granted to the 
Seventh Regiment, that it be given the 
preference. In speaking to this motion, 
it appeared that the mothers would 
pray that every boy should be mus- 
tered out, and it was also suggested 
that the boys themselves might not 
under existing circumstances care to 
repeat the experience through which 
they had passed. On motion’of Mrs. 
Severance the motion of Mrs. Spencer 
was tabled. 

An earnest appeal was made to the 
public generally to contribute to the 
needs of the several committees having 
the reception in hand. The Relief 
Corps accepted the responsibility of 
looking after the bread and cake 
needed, and the war board was dele- 
gated to attend to the meats. All con- 
tributions promised by the public this 
morning will be reported to the com- 
mittee having that particular article in 
charge, and the supplies will be gath- 
ered in when Col Berry telegraphs 
that the Seventh Regiment is en route 
for Los Angeles. 

Mrs. Griffith, president of the Red 
Cross, had a few words to say, and then 
the meeting adjourned until this after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. Mrs, Stephens. ap- 
pointed the two following committees 
after adjournment, and others will be 
reported this afterncon:

BAKERSFIELD TO MOJAVE. 


Will the Santa Fe Close the Gap? 
Notes and Personals. 
Railroad men were interestea yester- 
day in a report in a San Francisco pa- 
per that the Santa Fé was about to 
close the gap between Bakersfield and 
Mojave so as to let that road connect 
with the Valley Road and thus yet into 

San Framcisco. 

‘The basis on which the story rests is 
not a very broad nor sound one. All 
there is of it is the outgiving of Bay 
City brokers that some one is in ¢he 
market trying to buy up the stock of 
the valley road. Offers of $40 to $65 
per share are to be made, the par value’ 
being $100. 

But the stock is all syndicated and 
held by trustees, the ¢rust still having 
geven years to run, so that mo change 
could be made in the management of 
the road for that time. 

To build by the Téjon Pass, about the 
only feasible way, requires the continu- 
ation of eightw-two miles of road, the 
cost of which is estimated. at $5,000,000 
to $6,000,000. The work is mostly de- 
cidedly heavy. 

. San Francisco needs a competing line 
of road and the people gemerally would 
be glad to see this connection. 

Yet five years ago when the Valley 
Road first me a possibility, the 
Traffic Association, through whose ef-

forts the work wae en, was al- 


most upanimous in the opinion that 
what San Francisco wanted was mot a 
new overland road, but local feeders to 
bring business to the city.

ANNUAL MEETING OF TOURNAMENT 
OF ROSES ASSOCIATION. 


Woodmen of the World Celebrate a 

Visit From Their Sovereign Com. 
mander—Medals Awarded to the 
Chanipions of California in 
Wood Sawing. 


PASADENA, Sept. 5.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The annual meeting of the Tourna- 
ment of Roses Association was held at the 
Board of Trade rooms at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon. President M. H. Weight presented his 
annual address. The purpose of the associa- 
tion, he said, is to let the world know where 
a spot may be found for a beautiful home, 
and Pasadena accepts the advantages which 
are so abundant each New Year's day in 
Southern California. 

“Our ninth annual exhibition,’’ he said, 
‘‘made a good impression on ¢isitors’ minds 
and strengthened the association. Valuable 
assistance was rendered by many citizens and 
organizations. Our membership now numbers 
209 and will be increased till it includes all 
progressive citizens, and the expense will thus 
fall more lightly upon each individual. We 
had the hearty codperation of friends in other 
cities, notably of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, the Board of Trade of that city, 
Troop D, N.G.C., and the South Pasadena 

ublic schools. Seventy-five invitations were 
ssued to newspapers and thirty-five were rep- 
resented. The features of the parade reflected 
credit upon all concerned. The public schools 
were united, responsive and enthusiastic, 
thrilled with an ambition to excel, insuring @ 
development in our youth of a stronger public 
spirit. The board of directors worked hard 
and faithfully.” 

The financial report showed receipts to have 
been as follows: Carried from last year, 
$45.14; dues, $351; from new members, $220; 
from special fund, $596; cash, $2; grand total, 
$1215.04. The disbursements for materials, 
labor, prizes, etc., were $1214.67 leaving a 
balance of 37 cents on hand. Among the as- 
sets of the association are 124 street flags, 
several prize banners, a bundle of poles, one 
baseball and bat and a cut-glass vaseline jar.

With their banners and regalia, a column 
of 150 members of Pasadena Camp, Woodmen 
of the World, marched to the Tabernacle this 
evening and attended a publ@ demonstration 
for the benefit of the order’ A company of 
forty ladies of the auxiliary circle fellowed 
and took seats upon the platform. There was 
a large audience in the Tabernacle and the 
exercises were of a pleasing character.

E. Selph, chairman of the Committee on Ar- 
rangements, presided. With him upon the 
stage were seated the officers of Pasadena 
Camp and a delegation of Los Angeles vis- 
itors.

The audience was entertained with songs by 
Mrs. W. B. Clapp of this city and harp solos 
by Miss Julia Phelps. .

A Hero of Santiago Spends a Day 
in Town, 

RIVERSIDD, Sept.5.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Henry V. Garland, a member of the 
famous Thirteenth Regulars, and one vf three 
privates recommended for special honors at 
the charge up the San Juan Hill in the San- 
tiago campaign, spent today in Riverside. 
Private Garland contracted fever at Santiago 
and was taken to the hospital at Montatik 
Point. He is now. off on a thirty-days’ fur- 
lough. The government furnished him his 
transportation to the Coast and return anéd 
allows his expenses en route. In appear- 
ance Private Garland is a model soldier and 
a modest one withal. He wears the brown 
canvas uniform adopted during the war. 

He tells an interesting story of the San- 
tiago campaign. He says the warmest work 
cut out for his regiment was the capture 
of San Juan Hill, after which it was found 
that 110 men of the command were dead or 
missing. ‘“‘Our men,’’ said Garland, “had a 
very good opinion of the Spanish soldiers. 
They stuck well to their trenches, and were 
only driven out when the machine guns were 
turned loose on them, and did not surrender 
the city until they were practically starved 
out.’’ Garland is a native of New Zealand 
and saw service in Australia with the Brit- 
ish Artillery. He joined Uncle Sam's regu- 
lars to learn what modern warfare is like.

CORONADO BEACH, 


James Keeney Makes a Remarkable 
Cateh of Fish. 

HOTEL DEL CORONADO, Sept. 5.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.}] James A. Keeney of 
Los Angeles did a remarkable thing yester- 
day in catching thirty-eight big fish with rod 
and reel. It is much easier to haul them in 
with a hand line. Mr. Keeney preferred the 
more sportsmanlike method. [t was hard on 
his muscles, but he kept at {t until he had 
caught five yellowtail, nine barracuda and 
twenty-four Spanish mackerel. The yellowtail 
ran from twelve to thirty poands each, the 
mackerel from eight to ten, and the barra- 
cuda from five to eight. 


Capt. Dunne, who went along with Mr. 
Keeney, said Mr. Keeney handled the rod 
like Isaac Walton himself. e fish were 


enormous in number. They raged about the 
boat, shot athwart the bow and leaped up 
continually toward the bait. Mr. Keeney 

: “I have never found such fishing as 
this before, East or West. Why, the fish 
fairly swarm out there. It is no trick to 
catch them by the hundreds, if you have the 
endurance to haul them in. But twenty of 
those big fellows are enough to tire a man 
out.”’ 

Fishing on the pier has abated a great deal 
since the heavy surf began. The waves were 
so high and rough that they dislodged the 
tender kelp and moss that had attached them- 
selves to the rocks of the pier, and washed 
them back and forth in the water. Some 
pretty heavy boulders were dislodged and 
thrown about. The big surf scared the fish 
out into deeper water. 

Another trick wrought by the surf was that 
of taking a big slice off the western end of 
the island, near where it joins North Island. 
The road there for a quarter of a mile was 
eaten out and caved down as if 500 men had 
been at work with shovels. The only differ- 
ence was that the thievish sea had carried 
off the surplus dirt, leaving no trace behind.

A WORLDWIDE COMPETITION. 


Securing Plans for the University of 
California, 


Wonderful success has been achieved 
in the effort of the University of Cali- 
fornia to interest architects all over 
the world in the great competition for 
permanent plans for the university 
grounds and buildings, a competition 
in which the most liberal prizes ever 
known have been offered, and in which 
an unprecedentediyvy large number of 
architects have « .)mitted plans. The 
plans were all to have been forwarded 
to the judges in cylind: ‘cal tin boxes of 
uniform size, but all su:ts of other en- 
velopes have been used, up to piano 
boxes. The following extract from the 
Oakland Enquirer tells some interest- 
ing facts about the competition: 

“Word has reached Mrs. Phebe 
Hearst ,the originator of the Greater 
University plans, that a darge return 
has been made for the call for a pre- 
liminary competition. The architects 
competing were from every nation and 
the interest ‘in the competition was 
very great. The plans were to have 
been in by July 1 with the United 
States Consul at Antwerp, Belgium. 
Before that time many. plans began to 
arrive in all sorts of boxes, although 
the preliminary call stated that they 
should be of an uniform size. 

“The plans commenced coming early 
in May, and fairly deluged the Consul, 
who had agreed to care for them. As 
the number increased that gentlemen 
became more and more certain that he 
could not accommodate them. He ap- 
pealed to a bank but none could be 
found which would take the risk of 
storing them. Finally in despair he 
appealed to the commission of award, 
which hired a hall and stored the as- 
sortment of boxes which contained the 
plans. 

“By terms of the announcement of 
the competition the commissioners, who 
were named from many countries, were 
to pass upon the competing plans im- 
mediately after the close of the com- 
petition, but owing to the large number 
of plans submitted this has been found 
impossible. The commencement of the 
work will take place on September 29 
‘at Antwerp and continue until all the 
plans have been assorted and those 
picked out which the committee deem 
of sufficient worth to warrant second 
consideration. These will then be sent 
to San Francisco, where a final selec- 
tion will be made. 

“The widespread interest in the com- 
petition was the result of the extreme 
liberality of -Mrs. Hearst, who has 
spared no money to make it a complete 
success. Prizes were offered for even 
those who were not successful, and 
every inducement was freld out to se- 
cure the best architects of the world to 
frame the new buildings that will go 
to make up the Greater University of 
California.”

TALKED SOCIALISM. 


Socialist Labor Party Opens Its State 
Campaign. 

The local branch of the Socialist La- 
bor party took advantage of Labor day 
last night to make it the occasion of 
the opening of its State campaign. The 
meeting for that purpose was held im 
Music Hell, which was comfortably 
filled. The affair had been announced 
as a celebration of the holiday devoted 
to labor and this caused the attendance 
ofmany people who expected some such 
programme as is usually rendered on 
such occasions. 

J. T. Van Rensselaer acted as chair- 
man of the meeting and by way of in- 
troduction made a_ thirty-five-minute 
speech, the opening sentence of which 
was that the meeting was for the pur- 
pose of opening the Socialist Labor 
campaign in this part of the State. 
His eddress was imtended to be an ex- 
planation of what socialism is, but be- 
fore he started on that subject the 
‘‘Marseillaise’’ was sung by the few in 
¢<he house avho knew the words, al- 
though many knew the tune and fol- 
lowed the air. The first part of the 
chairman’s address was a statement of 
statistical information on the labor 
question. He followed this by making 
an appeal for socialism, declaring that 
there was nothing in common between 
it end anarchy. He asserted that he 
was opposed to sanguinary revolutions 
of any kind but that all that he ap- 
pealed for: was the votes of the people 
in such a mamner as would chagge the 
present social conditions. He declared 
that his party “are not a lot of, fusion- 
ists running after office and letting 
the wants of the people pass unnoticed” 
but that they are a set of earnest men 
who have the imterest of the masses at 
heart. He closed with a direct bid for 
the support of Job Harriman, the can- 
didate of the party for Governor, and 
the principal speaker of the evening. 

Several vocal selections were credit- 
ably rendered by the Angelus Qaurtette 
and the Michelson brothers played 
banjo selections so well that they were 
repeatedly recalled. 

A. J. Stevens spoke for ten mimutes 
and a collection was taken to defray 
the expenses of the meeting. 

Job Harriman was then introduced 
and for nearly tavo hours he spoke on 
the labor question. His argument is 
not mew in this city, much the same 
kind of an address having been de- 
livered by him here on other occasions. 
At the outset he declared that he did 
net expect to be elected Governor of 
California this year, but predicted that 
whoever was elected, there would be no 
chamge for the better in the conditions 
of the laboring masses. These comdi- 
tions, he declared, could only be 
changed by a complete change of the 
social conditions, the things that make 
men what they are. He opposed the 
system of money, the systeen of wages 
and the system of profit, and devoted 
some time to showing why he opposed 
them. 

The possession by the whole people 
of all of the means of production, how- 
ever great or small, or whatever they 
produced was declared to be ome of the 
cardinal principles of his party and to 
this branch of the subject most of his 
address was devoted. As to the war 
he said it was amusing to him to hear 
people cheer over the fact that Amer- 
ica had succeeded in whipping Spain 
in an unequal contest. ‘There was no 
point of rejoicing in it for him amd he 
did not care to make a political issue of 
the matter. Patriotism is not born of 
war, he said, but of bread and butter. 
The more plentiful these were, the 
greater would be the patriotism. The 
latter part of his address wags illus- 
trated with stereopticon views show- 
ing from the speaker’s standpoint the 
effects upon social conditions im this 
coumtry of the enormous industrial de- 
velopments of the country during the 
past decade. 

Resolutions avere adopted anent Ab- 
bot Kinney’s suit to disfranchise the 
veterans im the Soldiers’ Home at 
Santa Monica, as follows: 

“Whereas, one Abbot Kinney, de- 
scribed as a resident of Los Angeles 
suffering from an hallucination 
that he is a candidate for United States 
Senator from California, entered 
suit with the purpose of disfranchising 
1700 American patriots, resident at the 
Solidiers’ Home in this county, amd, 
whereas, the only known reason for his 
ignoble action is to find a comfortable 
corner in which to gnaw the national 
pie, be it resolved, that we, the mem- 
bers of Section Los Angeles of the 
Socialist Labor party, do umani- 
mously condemn his action and that 
we pledge ourselves to do everything 
to defeat his unholy, unpatriotic and 
selfish purpose.” 


ACCIDENT PROVES FATAL. 


Section Hand Run Over by a Train 
and Dies of Injuries. 

John Callahan, an elderly Southern 
Pacific section hamd, died at the Re- 
ceiving Hospital at 11:40 o’clock last 
night of injuries sustained in being run 
over by a train at Naud Junction yes- 
terday afternoon. The direct cause of 
death is a fracture of the skull, .the 
cowcatcher having struck him squarely 
im the forehead. The remains were re- 
anoved to the undertaking rooms of Orr 
& Hines, where Coroner Campbell will 
hold the inquest this morning. 

There is a double track at Naud Jumc- 
tion, on North Main street, and where 
the section hands were working there 
is asharp curve. Callahan, and a man 
by the name of Garrety, were working 
together. At about 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, but a mimute or two before 
the time of the accident, both men 
stepped aside to let a north-bound 
freight train go by, Callahan walking 
to the other track. His co-worker was 
some distance from him, across the 
track, conversing with him. Suddenly 
a morth-bound passenger train came 
upon Callahan and before he could 
jump out of the way the cowcatcher had 
struck him, throwing him to _ the 
ground. He fell face downward, the 
cowcatcher striking him again, this 
time in the forehead. In trying to 
scramble away, he got the right foot 
under the train, the rear wheels of 
the engime passing over it at a point 
about two inches above the ankle. 

He was unconscious when brought to 
the Receiving Hospital and remained 
so until he expired. Dr. Hagan made 
no attempt to operate on him as it ap- 
peared certain that the mam would soon 
die. Callahan was between 55 and 60 
years of age. He is thought to have 
been unmarried.
